LONDON, May i6.—The Welsh Dises- 
tablishment bill passed its.second reading 
in the House of Commons to-night by a 
vote of 348 to 267.

A stormy scene followed his reference 
to a political leaflet, in which, he said, the 
Duke of Devonshire charged the Govern- 
ment with “robbery of God.” 

“Does not he know,” queried the Chan- 
cellor,;.“ that the very foundations of his 
fortunes were laid deep in sacrilege and 
built on: desecrated: shrines and pillaged 
altars?”

Latest advices from Gen. Huerta state 
that his advance guard, cOmmanded by 
Gen, Tellez, is within twenty-seven miles 
of the rebel outposts.

He is advancing 
by night miarches,..owing to the heat of 
the ‘desert he is traversing, which is 
about the most barren of any in Mexico, 
as it is .without a drop of water or a 
vestige of vegetation’ except small shrubs. 

Gen. Huerta, in @ dispatch to the Presi- 
dent yesterday, stated that only half of 
the Federal Army participated in the bat- 
tle at Conejos on Sunday, the services of 
the others not. being ‘needed. -Hé/ also 
expressed the opinion that the position 
of the rebels at Rellano will prove less 
difficult to take than that at Conejos, 
in spite of the claims of Orezce to the 
contrary. According to Huerta hundreds 
of. rebels were criven by. hunger and 
thirst .to surrender “after the battle of 
Conejos,. and many more deserted the 
rebel chieftain. 

Gen. -Huertag estimates Orozco’s total 
losses at C os, killed, wounded, sur- 
rendered, or deserted, at.2,000. 

The rebel column commanded by Gen. 
Campa, which was reported on tuesday 
to. ve fighting the Federals near Velar- 
dena, succeeded on Wednesday in taking 
Pedricena, a town fifty miles: southwest 
of Torreon.

Canada’s experience with tmmigra- 
tion is the reverse of that of the United 
States. It admits only the kind of 
immigrants it. needs and encourages 
their coming by discriminating migth- 
ods of advertisement and promotion. 
It. reaps the reward in constantly in- 
ereasing arrivals of families with 
Money who settle on the soll, The 
bitterness of it is that so many are 
from this side our morthern borden 
Through Manitoba points of entry alone 
the arrivals from the United States in 
April were 2,457, with $809,830 in 
money. Our loss is Canada’s gain in 
& sense and to-a degtee which would 
not have been possible onl: few 
years ago. An American _ezpa- 
triated -himself used to be a: rarity. 
Now ft is common among Amieridans 
who go to Canada, and asa rule they 
go with their farm implements and 
furniture to farms selected before they 
start, after. selling their American 
farms. According to a recent return 
Canada has spent $8,402,598 in the dis- 
criminating selection of immigrants, 
while our legislators are passing laws 
to make difficult the arrival of coni- 
petitors in the labor market. 
That there is reason for concern in 
the deteriorating quality of labor ar- 
riving here there.can be no doubt, and 
it is impossible not to recognize the in- 
ducements Canada has to offer to Qhe 
class of immigrants she watts, and 
which we used to get. Canada ie now 
in the condition of the United States 
when the transcontinental railways 
were being built .with the proceeds of 
land grants to the railways, The prov- 
inees to which Americans are migrat- 
ing have not been organized a decade 
yet, and the land grants to the raifl- 
ways are being exploited with a skill 
and generosity worthy of remark. The 
Canadian railways sell more than raw 
land. ‘They sell prepared farms, with 
buildings up and crops planted... In 
approved cases they will advance set- 
tlers loans on platis like our build- 
ing loans. It. is like giving a man & 
farm payable out of profits. This 


than in our outcropped: prairies, and 
larger in fact than Canadian railways 
Cah carry. The United. States to-day is. 
the land of realization, the richest and 
happiest in the world, with only such 
troubles au it- makes for itself. But 
Canada is the land.of promise.
